From the Paris Gazette, dated Aug. 25. 
Madrid, Auguft 7. 


4 HE exceflive Heats have oblig'd the 
Troops to reft from Action for fome 
Time ; fo that nothing very confiderable 
has pafs’d of late in Catalonia or on 
the Frontier of Portugal. The Go- 
yernot of Alcantata Don Baltazar de Amazega Ma- 
jor-General, fent out fome Days ago Caprain Don 
Bernardo Ventura, with too Horfe and 242 Mique- 
jets, to make an Excurfion in the Plain of Idan- 
na, having at the fame time pofted §0 Grenadiers at 
the Ford of Erza under the Command of Captain 
Don Luis Adame, co fecure the retreat of this Party. 
Dou Bernardo Ventura attack’d the {mall Town of 
Monforte, wherein were found 230 Cows, which 
were brought off with other Booty. The Portuguefe 
Governor of Rofmarinhos, fent the Major of the 
Place with 200 Men to charge the Catftilians in their 
Retreat: They fac’d about, kiil’d 85 of the Enemy 
and took $4 Prifoners, of which fome died on the 
Road, and return’d to Alcantara. The of this 
Month, the Horfe and Foot of Elche advanc’d into 
the Plain of Alicant, and barnt 3 Mills. 36 Mi- 
quelets who had fortified themfeives in one of thefe 
Mills were taken in it by Affaule and made Prifoners. 
A Party of the Garrifon of Alicant advanc’d to 
fupport them, but was repulsid with the Lois of 40 
Men. 


From the Antwerp Courant, dated Ang. 28. 

Toulon, Aug. 14. We have Advice that 2 Ships 
of this Place which were coming from Turkey very 
tichly laden, have been taken by the Ememy near 
the land of Malta. 14 Men of War are fitting 
out here, and 8 Galleys at Marfeilles.. A confidera- 
ble Number of Men are kept at Work on the For- 
tifications of this City ; bur thofe Works being of 
great Extent, and fac’d with Stone, will not be fi- 
aifh’d this Year. 

Nifmes, Aug. 15. On Monday laft 7 Perfons 
who had endeavour'd to excite the Peafants of the 
Sevennes to take‘up Arms, were bang’d here ; and4 
others were condemn'd to the Galleys. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Aug. 31. 
Turin, Aug. 15. The Garrifons of Peroufe and 
of Fort St. Louis, were Yefterday brought Prifo- 
nets hither, to the Number in all of 30 Officers and 
Soldiers; and this Afternoon that of the Fort 
Exilles was alfo brought hither, confifting of 300 
Men of regular Troops, and 100 Militia. "Tis re- 
ported, that the Marfhal de Villars having re- 
proach’d the Count de Medavi for abandoning Mo- 
dane, the Count refeniing it has quitted the Army 
under Pretence of going to certain Baths. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated Aug. 31. 

Embrun, Aug. 18. Since the Savoyards became 
Mafters of Peroufe, the Inhabitants of this Town 
are in fo much Apprehenfion that they have con- 
vey'd their beft Effects to Provence. Every Village 
in Dauphine is oblig’d to furnith 2 Men arm'd to 
reinforce the Marfhal de Villars. 

Grenoble, Aug. 20. The Lofs of Exilles and Pe- 
ronfe, and the Irruption of the Enemy into the Val- 
ley of St. Martin, are confirm’d ; but the Fort of 
Feneftrelles makes a vigorous Defence. The Mar- 
thal de Villars has reinforc’d his Troops which lye 
intrench’'d at Sezanne, to 18 Battallions and 12 
Squadrons, and is incamp’d with the seft of bis Ar- 
my on the Hills of Briangon. The 
ceiv'd in their Camp at Oulx two large Convoys of 
Ammunition with feveral Cannon ; snd “give ont 
that after they have taken Feneftrelles, they will ar- 
tempt to repoffefs themf{elves of the Poft of Sezanne, 
and attack our Army at Briangon ; fo that we ¢x- 
Pec there will be Agtion.

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Aug. 28. 

Leipfich, Aug. 17. “Tis advis’d from Vienna; 
that Wackerbarth baving receiv'd the Invefti- 
ture of this Electorace, is preparing to leave that 
Court in order to go and command the Sexon 
Troops in Flanders. They write from Ratisbon, 
thac the Palatine Minifters have alfo obtain’d of the 
Emperour the Inveftiture of the Royal Fees of Bo- 
hemia ficuate in the upper Palatinate, viz. Lehnef- 
berg, ‘Hohenfels, “Lurendoiff, Strailenfels, Bauer- 
bach, Bichesbach, Bernau, Hainburg, Holhenftein, 
Fryenftadt, and Wolfftein: They add, that all the 
principal Minifters of the Imperial Court affifted ac 
this Ceremony, that Count Kinski Great Chancellor 
and Chamberlain of Bubemia met the Palatine 
Minifters in the Antichamber, and entertain’d them 
in the Name of his Imperial Majefty. The Vice. 
Chanccilor his Som read the Oath of Fidelicy, while 
Count Kinski bimfelf with Conat Wratiflaw held 
the Evangelitts; In the Oath all thefe Fees were 
{pecificd, but nd mention was made of future Def- 
cendants,nor of the Brothers of the Elector Palatine; 
no more being faid, than that his Imperial Majefty 
transferr’d to his Eicétoral Highnefs Palatine thole 
Fees which had reverted to the Crown of Bohemia 
by the Felony of the Elector of Bavaria; and this 
out of particular Favour, and becaufe of the high 
Deferts of his Electoral Highnefs with Refpe& to 
the Publick, The Cavairy in this Country, expe& 
only their laft Orders for marching.
